It was endeavoured to enlist 
your displeasure against me. Put under your poet e e and kind coun 
tenance I have snecessfully fought those who app ear as my professi- 
onal enemies. (Applause.) I should have sunk under the power which 
was thus raised against me, were I not protected by the sheild of that 
liberality which is the characteristic of the British nation, aud which 
should be an.example of imitation to the world. {Much applause.) 
To you, Ladies and Gentiemen, am I this moment indebted for my 
professional existence ; and may | tale the liberty of adding, that 
in the part you have acted you have achieved a great dramatie 
triumph. In reference to the liberal management on this occasiod, 4 
beg to express my most grateful achnow! edgments. ‘Ihe Manager has 
acted tevards me in the hour of adversity “with the afiectiocate kind- 
ness of a father, a brother, and a friend.

At the end of this address, Mr. Elliston entered, and embracing 
Mr. Kean, led him from the stage. ‘The Ballet then followed, but 
some part of the audience bawied out ‘ Manager! Manager!” on 
which Mr. Elliston appeared, and spoke as follows : 


“ Ladies and Gentlemen—You have ordered me here; I am—as I 
always am—at my post. Whatis your pleasure?’ A pause ensued— 
no answer—Mr. Elliston proceeded—* ff there be any person here 
inimical to the interests of the theatre (Cries of ‘ No, no’); I am sure 
there are none who can be insensible to the merits of Mr. Kean. (Ap- 
plause.) Circumstances have occurred, Ladies and Gentlemen, which 
have soared his mind a little. (Laughter.) It might be any man’s 
ease; however, Gentlemen, itappears you have agreed to bury all that 
is past in oblivion. Mr. Kean feels the same gratitude now for your 
first patronage that he ever did : I know it. (Laughter and applause) 
I now have the honor to announce that he will absolutely return in 
June—that he will then perform for twelve nights, and I hope that 
for many years afterwards you may hase the opportunity, Ladies and 
Gentlemen, of receiving bim. (Shouts of laughter and applause.) 

Mr. Elliston then retired, and the merriment which this eccentric 
oration excited seemed to kecp the audience in perfect good humour 
for the rest of the evening.
